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City council OKs subdivision moratorium

There will be no new subdivisions in Romulus—at 
least for the next six months. 

In response to a petition with more than 100 signa¬ 
tures of residents, Romulus City Council members unan¬ 
imously approved an emergency six-month moratorium 
on multi-home residential developments at the regular 
meeting Monday night 

Councihvoman Debbie Romak proposed the morato¬ 
rium, which affects the rural residential neighborhood 
south of Wabash, west of the CSX railroad, east of 
Hannan and north of Pennsylvania 

A number of area residents voiced concerns regard¬ 
ing the plans of Oreo Investments, which has been look¬ 
ing to purchase large plots of land for planned multiple- 


home construction. Residents said the land borders a 
number of homeowners in the area and they believe that 
a subdivision is not what the area was zoned for - and it 
is not what they want 

“We don’t want a subdivision in our backyards,” said 
Dean Gilbert, a resident in the affected area “It is noth¬ 
ing personal. We just want the area to be rezoned for big¬ 
ger houses on bigger lots.” 

Currently this area is zoned RBI, which allows for a 
home every 60 feet The residents are asking that this 
land be rezoned for 1-acre parcels of land. 

More than 100 residents signed a petition that was 
submitted to council members. 

‘We just want to keep the same characteristics in our 
neighborhood,” said Gilbert “Fbr them to^ut a bunch of 
small homes in the middle of this area wouldn’t be 
right” 


The majority of residents in the area own at least 1 
acre of land, if not more, according to Gilbert 

“We have no problem with the area being developed,” 
he said. “We just want it to be larger pieces of property 
and larger homes. Just like what it is right now.” 

Council members were supportive of the residents’ 
concerns, as was Mayor Alan Lambert, who resides in 
the neighborhood. 

‘They (the residents) are here to send us a message 
that they would somehow like to keep their rural charac¬ 
ter,” said Romak 

Councilman William Prybyla said he wanted to make 
sure that the moratorium would not affect the building 
of single-family homes by individuals in this neighbor¬ 
hood. 

Council members agreed and limited the moratorium 
to multiple housing developments. 





New vehicles to improve

The City of Romulus took 
steps Monday to improve and 
upgrade fire service, by purchas¬ 
ing three new fire rescue vehi¬ 
cles. 

“We are very happy with the 
new vehicles,” said Charles 
Kirby, Romulus chief of public 
safety. “It is a step in the right 
direction.” 

The new vehicles will replace 
older models currently operating 


in the fire department and in the 
future will allow the fire depart¬ 
ment to transport victims from 
the scene of an incident 

“With these new vehicles it 
will now be possible, if we chose, 
to be able to also be a transport,” 
said Kirby. 

In addition to the new vehi¬ 
cles, the fire department will also 
be changing operating hours in 
early January. 

“We are going to a full-time 
operation, 24-hours a day/seven 
days a week service for our com-

munity,” said Kirby. ‘This will be 
the first time we are able to do 
this.” 

Currently the department 
operates 24-hours/ five days a 
week The change is a result of 
the hiring of full-time fire fighters. 

“The past administration 
hired eight full-time fire fighters,” 
said Kirby. “Now, this administra¬ 
tion has hired eight full-time fire 
fighters. 

“We are working at it,” said 
Kirby. “It is not something that 
happens overnight”

Officials in Romulus are tak¬ 
ing steps to reduce the number 
of complaints - from residents 
and waste haulers alike - about 
garbage pick up. 

The Romulus Department of 
Public Works (DPW) and Waste 
Management and the township 
waste contractor have been 
receiving complaints about the 
proper disposal of waste, 
according to city officials. 

“We have been getting a lot of 
calls regarding yard waste pick¬ 
up,” said Carl Brooks, the 
Romulus DPW director. “People 
are wondering why their yard 
waste has not been picked up. It 
is because yard waste pick-up 
ended Dec. 1.” 

Brooks said he suggests resi¬ 
dents who still have yard waste 
contact the City of Taylor. 

“I am pretty sure that Taylor 
has a compost yard where peo¬ 
ple can bring their yard waste,” 
said Brooks. “I would just call 
and check to see what the crite¬ 
ria is for dropping off waste.” 

All Romulus residents are 
being asked to adhere to the 
policies already in place, as it 
makes the pick-up service more 
precise. 

Residents are asked to con¬ 
tain all rubbish in garbage cans 
no larger than 32-gallons with 
lids or in tied plastic bags. Cans 
or bags must weigh no more 
than 50 pounds each. Residents 
are asked to flatten and bundle 
cardboard with tape or string if 
it is too large to bag 

Large items like appliances, 
mattresses and bundled carpets 
will be collected the same day as 
regular rubbish pick-up. No call 
is required for large items, 
unless they are unusual. 
Residents are asked to remove 
doors of items before placing 
them at the curb for the safety of 
childrea 


students and parents continued 
to bring in more and more 
canned goods. It was overwhelm¬ 
ing” 

Vardy said that one day a par¬ 
ent brought in more than 200 
canned goods and other parents 
brought in huge bags of fresh 
fruits and vegetables. 

By the Friday before 
Thanksgiving, Romulus 
Elementary students and par¬ 
ents had more than tripled their 
goal and brought in 2,961 canned 
goods. 

“I have never seen a school of 
students and parents so willing 
to give, especially during these 
trying economic times,” said 
Lynne Mossoian, pricipal at the 
school. “The outpouring of giving 
by our school community has 
been overwhelming It is truly an 
honor to work with such a caring 
community.” 

The remaining canned goods 
will be used in Christmas baskets 
for the less fortunate, Vardy said. 


Carpet is to be cut in Afoot 
lengths, rolled and tied or taped 
into easy to handle bundles. 
Each bundle must weigh less 
than 50 pounds. 

Refrigeration and air condi¬ 
tioning units contain Freon and 
the city is prohibited by law 
from picking them up. Brooks 
advised residents with refrigera¬ 
tors or freezers to look in the 
phone book in the refrigeration 
repair classification There will 
be a listing for a FVeon removal 
technician, he said. When the 
Freon is removed and a Freon 
removal sticker has been placed 
on the appliance, the items will 
be picked up, Brooks said. 

There is a list of items that 
the DPW will not pick up includ¬ 
ing; liquid waste, loose needles, 
car parts, construction/roofing 
debris, hazardous waste, con¬ 
crete/bricks, fencing/railroad 
ties, tree stumps, wood/dry wall, 
yard waste mixed with trash and 
wet paint cans. 

To ensure pick-up, residents 
must have their rubbish at the 
curb by 7 am. 

Recycling procedures for 
Romulus are as follows. 

Number one and two plastic 
bottles with labels will be 
accepted. Romulus does not 
recycle plastic bottles three 
through seven. Residents are 
asked to place one and two bot¬ 
tles loosely in the bia 

Tin, aluminum cans and 
empty aerosol cans will also be 
recycled. If possible, residents 
are asked to remove labels. No 
pie tins, foil or scrap metal will 
be accepted. 

Newspapers and magazines 
will also be recycled. 

“If residents could also have 
the recyclables on one side of 
the driveway and the rubbish on 
the other that would really help 
us ouL” said Brooks.

sexual assault for more than 25 
years in western Wayne County. 
The organization has a number 
of different programs for vic¬ 
tims and their families. 

There is a 24-hour help line 
victims can call for help. First 
Step also has a 24-hour 
response team that will accom¬ 
pany or meet any victim in a 
hospital or police station for 
support In addition, First Step 
offers offer counseling, educa¬ 
tion, resources, referrals and 
shelter to victims of violence. 

“We are there for anybody 
who needs help,” said Mary 
Jane Hood, supervisor at First 
Step. 

“Some of the women go 
there with nothing at all,” said 
Prybyla “They have nothing but 
the clothes on their back.” 


Things included on the First 
Step Wish List are paper prod¬ 
ucts, such as toilet paper and 
paper towels. Other items on 
the list include clothing for 
women or children, dishware, 
appliances, toiletries. 

“Anything you would need to 
set up house,” said Hood. 
“Some of these victims are com¬ 
pletely starting over” 

First Step also requests old 
cell phones, no longer in use. 
One of two things can be done 
with donated cell phones. 

“First the phones can be 
made into 911 emergency 
phones,” said Hood. “Then in 
case of emergency these victims 
will always have a way to call 
and ask for help.” 

Club members donated four 
vanloads of items to First Step, 
according to Hood. 

“I was driving one of the 
loads,” said Hood. “Trust me, 
there were a lot of items donat¬ 


ed.” 

In addition the club also 
donated phone cards to First 
Step. 

“The phone cards are a great 
donation,” said Hood. 
“Sometimes the victims have to 
keep their phone bills down or 
in emergency need to be able to 
call for help and having a phone 
card allows them that safety.” 

“We depend on donations,” 
said Hood. “So, when a group 
comes to us with this much, we 
are thrilled. It has been hard on 
charity organizations since 
Sept 11. Grants have dried up, 
because the funds are being 
used for other things. Donations 
allow us to keep doing what we 
do for victims.” 

“We are very grateful to the 
literary club,” said Hood. “They 
are a wonderful group of women.”

Administrator Fhjgsley stated the applicant, Tim Horton’s Restaurant has 
requested a special use approval to construct one drive-thru window at a 2,810 square 
foot store in accordance with the Zoning Ordinance. The Township’s Planning 
Consultant has reviewed the request and both the Planning Consultant and Planning 
Commission recommend the Township Board grant the Special Use Approval. 

Dennis Miller the Director of Real Estate for Tim Horton’s gave an overview of the 
project Mr. Miller stated access to the restaurant would be via the Wal-Mart Service 
Drive and particular attention was given to the traffic flow surrounding the restaurant. 
The color of the brick will be similar to Applebee’s and Wal-Mart, which are the cur¬ 
rent buildings in the development. Mr. Miller further stated this will be a 24-hour 
restaurant with approximately 35 employees. 

Supervisor King reiterated the recommendation from the Planning Commission, staff 
and McKenna and Associates the Township Planning Consultants to grant the special 
use approval request. 

Trustee Herman stated the Planning Commission paid particular attention to the entry 
and traffic pattern for this site and noted the stacking spaces for the drive-thru were 
reduced to seven. He further stated the landscaping would compliment the Belleville 
Road Streetscape.

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Former police chief’s book honors fallen officers 



totality of the loss of life, page by 
page, officer by officer 

Fbr McKinnon, the book rep¬ 
resents the fulfillment of a com¬ 
mitment he made to himself and 
other police officers when he was 
a police cadet in Detroit in the 
mid-1960s. 

“When I was in the academy, 
an officer was shot, and I told 
(other students) that we would 
never forget his name,” he said. 

But after McKinnon attended 
his first official funeral - for Ofc. 
Paul Begin in 1968 - he decided it 
was time to find a way to make 
sure officers who make the ulti¬ 
mate sacrifice are not forgottea 
And even he was having trouble 
remembering their names. 

“I remember that day,” he 
said. “As we were walking out 
the church, it was such as tough 
day for all of us. I remember 
thinking no officer should ever 
be forgottea” 

McKinnon was named chief 
in 1993 and held the position 
for five years. After his retire¬ 
ment, he said he made it a pri¬ 
ority to conduct research for 
In the Line of Duty. 

“I spent a lot of time in the 
library” he laughed. 

The result is a 168-page, 
hardcover book that out¬ 
lines the names of the 
deceased officers and an 
explanation of the circum¬ 
stances that led to their 
deaths. Personal informa¬ 
tion such as the number of chil¬ 


tainly not on the mothers, fathers, 
brothers, sisters, and spouses of 
the 518 police officers killed in 
the line of duty in Michigan. 

In the Line of Duty (Turner 
Publishing, $3495), the first book 
to name every police officer who 
lost their life protecting Michigan 
citizens, brings to life the

As their faces stare out from 
the glossy pages of Chief Ike 
McKinnon’s new book, it’s impos¬ 
sible not to notice how young 
they were. 

It’s a thought that is not lost on 
the former Detroit police chief - 
and cer¬ 


dren and other loved ones left 
behind are also included. 

In the nine communities of 
western Wayne County, eight offi¬ 
cers have lost their lives in the 
line of duty. 

In Inkster, three officers were 
killed in a much-publicized 
standoff at the Bungalow Motel 
on July 9, 1987. A mother and 
three sons opened fire on Sgt Ira 


Parker and Ofcs. Clay Hoover 
and Daniel Dubiel when they 
tried to serve the family with a 
bad check warrant for $286. A 10- 
hour hostage situation followed 
before the mother and sons sur¬ 
rendered. 

Seven years later in Inkster, 
Ofc. Kenneth Wood more was shot

after he attempted to stop a known drug 
dealer on June 17, 1994. The officer was 
shot as he emerged from his patrol car 
The city of Northville lost Police Chief 
Eugene King on March 11, 1965 after a 
bank robbery suspect produced a con¬ 
cealed pistol and shot the chief twice in 
the stomach. He died as a result of the 
injuries 11 years later 

Sumpter Township patrolman Roy 
Graham was killed on July 28, 1985. when 
a drunk driver hit his patrol vehicle. 
Ironically, the officer was helping at a 
scene in Van Buren Township where 
another officer was injured because his 
car was struck by a drunk driver minutes 
before Graham’s vehicle was hit 

Wayne Police Ofc. Leonard Anderson 
died on May 23.1974 after being shot by a 
suspect who called police to tell officers 
he intended to commit suicide. After 
Anderson gained entry into the house, the 
caller fired at the officer, striking him in 
the face Anderson died after seven weeks 


a drunk driver struck Canton Ofc. Gordon 
Stevens’ police cruiser on July 23, 2003. 
Stevens was inside his vehicle after 
inspecting an abandoned vehicle on Lotz 
Road when the driver struck the police 
cruiser. He died shortly after the incident 
According to Diane Philpot the presi¬ 
dent of Michigan Concerns of Police 
Survivors (MICOPS), the book will help 
families cope with their loss. 

“Nothing like this has ever been 
attempted in Michigan,” she said of 
McKinnon’s efforts. “Ike is the best chief 
we’ve ever had. It’s important that people 
remember these officers. We just don’t 
want them to be forgotten.” 

She added that McKinnon’s portion of the 
proceeds from the book will benefit MICOPS 
police survivor programs for spouses, par¬ 
ents, and in-laws of slain officers.

‘Officer’ puts bite on suspect

Koch 
told Ohare that if he didn’t halt the 
dog would attack, Mutchler said. 

“He didn’t stop,” Mutchler said. 
“The dog attacked.” 

Ohare then tried to reach a car 
where an unidentified female dri¬ 
ver was waiting. According to 
Mutchler, Ohare tried to get the 
woman to open the door with 
Poncho gripping his leg. The 
woman drove away and left Ohare 
at the scene, he said.

Parking plan gets jump start

They gave brief oversights into the history that culminated in a 
decision to build a parking deck on Wing Street between Main and 
Dunlap streets and to reconfigure the lot behind the Marquis 
Theater, a plan that voters recently turned down. They got input on 
why that plan was rejected by voters, what residents would be more 
likely to support Many of the suggestions were reasonable, some a 
little hard to endorse, but throughout the entire evening, city offi¬ 
cials listened intently, took notes diligently and kept an open mind 
about the proceedings.

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‘Cool’ fight against blight 


Public officials are often called upon to solve a 
variety of problems over which they have no or lim¬ 
ited control, and they get a lot of criticism when 
they don’t - or can’t - handle the situation promptly. 

One of the biggest thorns in their collective sides 
is people who don’t take care of their property, for 
one reason or another You see it all around in the 
City of Wayne, despite a concerted effort to clean 
up the community as a whole and revitalize the 
downtown district 

It’s called blight and it must be one of the most 
difficult problems for municipalities to solve. It’s 
difficult because there’s a fine line to walk between 
requiring a landowner to comply with a stringent 
set of standards and infringing upon their rights as 
a property owner. It’s difficult because there is a 
procedure to follow to coerce compliance, through 
enforcement of blight ordinances and nuisance 
complaints, but that procedure is a long and expen¬ 
sive one for cities to undertake. 

It’s still an important role, though, and an impor¬ 
tant part of the revitalization process. It was one of 
the most overriding suggestions to come out of the 
recent Cool Cities Task Force meetings in the city - 
tougher anti-blight ordinances and strident 
enforcement of them. Everyone who cares about 
the community, who wants to show pride in where 
they live or do business, is concerned about and 
irritated by the few jackasses who apparently don’t 

And you see evidence of it throughout the city: 
rental houses virtually overgrown with vegetation. 


some with sagging roofs or 
boarded up windows; once 
majestic buildings or store fronts along Michigan 
Avenue fallen into disrepair because landlords 
don’t want to invest the time or the money or the 
pride in the community; vacant weed-strewn lots. 

That’s why I was encouraged to hear about the 
attempt by the city to purchase some of these long- 
neglected properties through changes in tax laws. 
It’s another tool the city can use to help control 
blight and it’s one race in which they’ll be the lead¬ 
ing horse. 

The city already has a variety of ways they 
attempt to control blight Some of them are friendly, 
like the housing rehabilitation program, the grants 
the Downtown Development Authority (DDA) can 
give to improve building facades, and the volunteer 
efforts like Ed McMurray’s FHends, People helping 
People project Others are not like the anti-blight 
ordinance and other ways the building department 
can prod recalcitrant property owners. 

It’s true that the city can’t just claim property 
that hasn’t been maintained to city standards. They 
have to wait for the property owners to fall behind 
on their taxes, and even then it’s a two-year process. 
But it’s still a strong sign to the absentee landlords 
more interested in making a few bucks than in con¬ 
tributing to a pleasant, livable neighborhood. 

It shows that the city will do everything it can to 
reduce blight Now if only all the negligent property 
owners would do the same.

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Federal law ‘fails’ local schools 


It’s sad to hear how the low 
Michigan Educational Assess¬ 
ment Program (MEAP) test 
scores are affecting the 
Belleville area 

School officials have pledged 
their dedication to improve the 
scores, especially at Belleville 
High School. School board 
members have expressed their 
frustration with the constantly 
changing standards - the brass 
ring that the state seems to keep 
just out of some districts’ reach. 
The state certainly has not 
helped the situation when it 
failed to release the MEAP 
scores in time for the Van Buren 
Public School District to incor¬ 
porate the needed curriculum 
changes immediately into pro¬ 
grams. With more budget cuts 
from the state looming on the 
horizon, the district is forced to 
do more with less. 

Those politicians who 
thought using the MEAP test to 


bring reform to public schools 
obviously did not understand 
that changes to schools and edu¬ 
cational systems can’t be made 
overnight State officials proba¬ 
bly could not have predicted the 
state revenue shortfall, but you 
can’t yank away food from the 
mouth of someone who is hun¬ 
gry and expect them to be grate¬ 
ful to you for doing it It seems 
educational reformists on a 
national level will say “We’re 
raising the bar for your own 
good, but we won’t give a dime to 
help you get there.” The No 
Child Left Behind Act may look 
good on paper, but it is a thinly 
disguised ploy to close down as 
many public schools as possible 
in a very short amount of time. 

What’s almost more tragic 
than low student scores on the 
test is the social and economical 
standard the MEAP has turned 
out to “measure.” I’ve heard the 
concerns of parents at various 


municipal and school board 
meetings. They not only ques¬ 
tion what the government and 
school officials will do to raise 
the scores, but how the scores 
affect the image of the Belleville 
area. I’ve heard that future 
employees of Visteon Village in 
Van Buren Township are not 
looking to live in the Belleville 
area, they are looking in sur¬ 
rounding communities like 
Northville, Canton Township, 
Plymouth and Westland to live 
because of the low Belleville 
MEAP scores. What many may 
not realize is that the MEAP test 
was never intended to be used 
in this way. It started off as sim¬ 
ply a way for districts to deter¬ 
mine where they needed to 
improve their curriculum. It was 
not used as a justification to 
withhold funds or needed help. 
An ax of judgment did not fall 
upon districts that lagged 
behind in years past. School 


reform hap¬ 
pened in a 
quiet, digni¬ 
fied manner. This is not to say 
that public schools do not need 
improvement, but it seems that 
instead of looking at where 
some of the real problems may 
lie, the government is ready to 
cripple districts until improve¬ 
ments are made. The catch is 
that improvements cost money. 

The quest to give power back 
to parents as to the way their 
children are educated is noble. 
The notion that no child should 
be left behind because of social 
and economic background is 
commendable, but at what cost 
to districts that continue to 
struggle? The government 
seems to be more than willing to 
pay for children to migrate to 
better schools, but why not give 
the schools a fair chance at 
improvement in these hard eco¬ 
nomic times?

If there was one overriding 
success about the night though, 
it was that the meeting got peo¬ 
ple out and it got people talking. 
The city council chamber was 
virtually packed with interested 
residents and business owners, 
many of whom wanted to voice 
their opinions. Others merely 
wanted to sit back and listen to 
the voiced concerns of their 
neighbors, and that’s OK, too. 
Even members of the DDA who 
were openly discouraged about 
the results of the vote and just as 
vocally skeptical about the value 
of restarting a 18-month process 
were on hand to listen to con¬ 
cerns, as were members of the 
city council who opposed the 
previous plan and wanted to 


hear more input from residents. 

It shows that the DDA and 
city council learned something 
from their latest bout with the 
parking situation, even if it was¬ 
n’t how residents and business 
owners want to solve the prob¬ 
lem. When they started the 
process last time around, it was 
with a parking committee made 
up of DDA members that 
formed in November of 2001 
and started to work in January 
of2002. 

They used results from park¬ 
ing and downtown studies that 
took place in 1999, along with a 
current parking survey and 
developed several concepts that 
they whittled down to what they 
believed was the best one, and 
presented it for approval. It was 
a perfectly acceptable way to 


approach the problem, the only 
hitch was that the bulk of the 
public input came after the 
majority of the planning was 
done, even though that isn’t the 
fault of the DDA 

This time, the plan is to get 
input from the public ahead of 
time, and at every available 
opportunity, to ensure less criti¬ 
cism at the end of the project 
and a more cooperative plan¬ 
ning process throughout it 
Maybe the DDA and the gen¬ 
eral public will work themselves 
toward the same decisions this 
year that they did last year. 
Maybe they won’t. No matter 
what they ultimately decide to 
do about the long term and short 
term parking situation, though, 
it’s good to see so many mem¬ 
bers of the public have a vocal 


role in the early part of the 
process. It requires a lot of work 
to plan for the future, for city 
officials and residents both.

Ryan Turek of Northville is 
moving along in his hockey 
career - literally. 

Two weeks ago he moved to 
Texas to become the newest 
member of the Texarkana 
Bandits, a Junior A hockey team 
in the North American Hockey 
League (NAHL). 

Before the move to the south¬ 
west, Turek, 16, competed in the 
Honey Baked League for seven 
years, where he played in the 
highly regarded Midget Major 
AAA organizatioa 

Although Turek won’t have a 
home of his own in Texas, he 
should feel right at home when 
he joins four former Michigan 
Honey Baked Midget AAA play¬ 
ers. Matt Schepke of Warren, Dan 
Eves of Lake Orion, Casey Hines 
from Oak Park and Eric Condra 
from Livonia all moved to Texas 
to play for Texarkana Head 
Coach Jon Cooper. Cooper was 
also a Michigan resident who 
lived in Plymouth and was. inci¬ 
dentally, all the Michigan players’ 
coach at Honey Baked last year. 

“We miss him dearly,’’ said 
Ryan’s mother, Sharon Turek, 
“but we are very comfortable 
with him playing so far away. Jon 
Cooper is a great coach and a 
great guy. All of his players have 
immense respect for him as do 


we. 

“Last year, Ryan played with 
Matt, Dan, Casey and Eric, which 
is another reason we are com¬ 
fortable with Ryan being in 
Texas,” she added. 

Turek lives with Fay J. and 
Norma Durrant, also part owners 
of the Bandits, and five other 
players, according to Sharon 
Turek. 

“The Durrants are super peo¬ 
ple,” she said. “They house six 
players, Eric Condra is one, and 
they all get along real well. All of 
the players seem to hang out 
there - they call it the ‘mansion’.” 

Flamiliar faces aside, why did 
Turek move all the way across 
the country to play hockey in a 
state that is not known for having 
much ice? 

“In the NAHL I get to play 
against older players and gain 
more experience,” he said. “It 
should be better competitioa” 

The experience should pay off 
for him in two years when he 
plans to head back to Michigan 
play hockey for Michigan State 
University. But then, he doesn’t 
just plan to play there. Turek ver¬ 
bally committed to Michigan 
State University at 15, one of the 
youngest to commit to an NCAA 
school, on a scholarship. This is 
quite an accomplishment since 
schools can’t even talk to players 
until they are in grade 11, accord¬ 
ing to NCAA rules. 


However, Turek said there are 
no rules against students contact¬ 
ing schools. So he did. 

“I’ve always liked MSU,” he 
said. “Ever since I was little I’ve 
wanted to go there. The coaching 
staff has been great. They’ve 
been real supportive of me and 
the move to Texas. I’m just 
happy to be going there after 
high school.” 

Fhmily and friends have been 
supportive of his decision to go to 
MSU. 

“He is really focused and real¬ 
ly talented,” said Donna Marie, 
Turek’s aunt. “He chose 
Michigan State because he want¬ 
ed to be close to home and he 
really liked the coaching staff.” 

If things go as planned, Turek 
will play for the highly respected 
MSU Head Coach Rick Comley 
on the esteemed MSU hockey 
team. 

“Comely is very fatherly,” said 
Sharon Turek. “He’s someone 
that we would want our son to be 
around.” 

The trip to Texas shouldn’t be 
more than a layover in his jour¬ 
ney for hockey success - a trip 
that has taken him all over the 
United States and the world to 
play the game he loves. He has 
played in Alaska, Quebec, 
Chicago, New York and was cho¬ 
sen to be a part of the United 
States Hockey Association under- 
17 team that traveled to Slovakia 


during the summer. There, he 
played against teams from 
Slovakia, Czech Republic, 
Switzerland and Germany. 

Turek said that everyone 
played hard there and played as 
team, which paid off in the way of 
a gold medal. 

Most recently Turek traveled 
north to Marquette, to play in the 
Fall Classic Tournament where 
he scored four goals, one in the 


final game, and won honors as 
Most Valuable Defenseman in 
the tournament 

“He has really handled about 
all of the things that is going on 
with him,” said Sharon Turek. 
“He doesn’t like to be the center 
of attention.” 

As good as he is he better get 
used to the attention - he might 
just have a very long and success¬ 
ful career ahead of him.

Oil the money 

New bank to offer personal service

If all goes according to plan, 
the Northville community will 
soon have another unique fea¬ 
ture to call its own. 

A locally-owned, community 
oriented bank will soon take its 
place in the Northville business 
landscape. Called Main Street 
Bank, it will be located in the 
heart of downtown, and headed 
by two experienced financial 
experts, well-known throughout 
the community. 

Rick Shaffner will serve as 
chairman and Chief Executive 
Officer (CEO) of the new venture 
and Audrey Mistor will serve as 
president and Chief Operating 
Officer (COO), both are Northville 
residents as are four of the nine 
bank directors. 

Mistor said the bank cleared 
another hurdle recently. They 
received the final approval from 
the State of Michigan Office of 
Financial and Insurances 
Services to organize a de novo 
bank It was one of only two com¬ 
mercial bank charters granted by 
the state this year 

“We’re getting close,” Mistor

said. “We’re moving ahead very 
quickly.” 

She said she hopes to have the 
bank open to the public within 
the first quarter of2001 

Mistor has 23 years of experi¬ 
ence in the banking industry, 20 
of that with Michigan National. 
Her educational background is in 
financial systems, planning and 
marketing. 

“It’s pretty nice when you 
think about what we’re trying to 
accomplish,” she said. 

And that is to provide resi¬ 
dents with an alternative to larg¬ 
er, more cumbersome banks, 
according to Mistor. The idea to 
start a local bank in Northville 
came up a few years ago, and 


Shaffner, who has a long history 
of community service, was the 
perfect choice to head the bank 
He has been in the mortgage 
business for more than 25 years. 
He started Lender Limited in 
Northville in 1996 and sold it 
recently. Before that he was the 
CEO of Republic Bancorp. He 
has also started and sold other 
mortgage firms. 

Shaffner said the final obsta¬ 
cle to opening Main Street Bank 
is in raising the $8.5 million in 
capital to get it going. That task is 
already well under way, he said. 
Main Street Bancorp, Inc. is in 
the process of selling shares of 
stock through a registered stock 
offering to Michigan residents 
only. 

“We want out investors to 
know us and we want to know 
our investors,” he said. 

The bank will offer the same 
types of services a larger regional 
or national bank will offer 
clients, only tailored more to the 
needs of the locals, Mistor said. 

“A community bank is differ¬ 
ent in the service that you can 
provide,” she said. “You can have 
a local focus and management 
style. That will certainly be our

goal. We’ll have a very strong 
relationship in the areas in 
which we can operate. It’s differ¬ 
ent from our competitors.” 

One of the biggest benefits of a 
locally-owned and operated 
bank, she said, is the ability of the 
institution to change with the 
times and adapt to meet the indi- 
vidual needs of customers. 
Decisions are made at the local 
level, without the often cumber¬ 
some bureaucracy found at larg¬ 
er banks. 

“It’s all about service,” Mistor 
said. “We’ll be in a position to 
offer products and services that 
will rival, if not best, the other 
guys’ and we’ll be able to do it at

a personal level.” 

She said she’s worked at the 
opening of the bank full time for 
the past year - it’s a difficult 
endeavor, and an uncommon 
one. The state has only granted 
four charters to new banks in the 
past four years. 

Shaffner, a member of the 
Northville Downtown Develop¬ 
ment Authority (DDA) said the 
work will benefit both customers 
and the community as a whole. 

“We’ll be uniquely positioned 
to support the community, given 
its local management, directors 
and investors,” he said. 

“We’re already a part of the 
community.

Santa Sighted 
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Long awaited

You know that you’ve made it to the big-time 
when your alma mater not only retires your col¬ 
lege jersey but also gives away bobblehead stat¬ 
ues that look like you at the ceremony. 

Eastern Michigan University did just that as 
they celebrated the career of one of NBA’s elite 
and one of their own star players when they 
retired Grant Long’s EMU jersey last Tuesday 
night at the Convocation Center in Ypsilanti. 
The university gave away Grant Long 
Bobbleheads to the first 1,000 fans that showed 
up at the EMU game against Kent State 
University, where the ceremony took place. 

We had a chance to catch up with the star and 
ask him a few questions. 

Journal Newspapers: That must be quite an 
honor to have your jersey retired? 

Long: He nods his head up and down. 

Long, a Romulus native, played for Eastern 
for four years (1984-1988) where he earned the 
right as one of the top scorers and rebounders in 
EMU history. Long finished his career at EMU 
with 1,469 points and 863 rebounds. He also led 
Eastern to their first ever MAC Championship 
and appearance in the NCAA Tournament in 
1986-87. At the end of that season he was named 
the MAC Player of the Year. 

The Miami Heat selected Long as the 33rd 
overall pick in the 1988 NBA Draft He appeared 
in all 82 games in the Heat’s inaugural season 
and was named the team’s MVP After seven 
years with the Heat he bounced around the 
league. In 1994, the Heat traded him to the 
Atlanta Hawks and he returned home to 
Michigan when the Hawks traded him to the 
Detroit Pistons in 1996. 

JN: It must have been nice to return home to 
the Detroit area 

Long: More nodding (this time it was more of
